^Operation Red Zone’ 

Federal officers to patrol government buildings in advance of NATO

The streets around the cit/s downtown federal 
buildings will see a noticeable increase in secu- 
rity-including officers in battle dress— as early 
as next week as the city prepares for the NATO 
summit, set for May 20-21. 

The Federal Protective Service, which se- 
cures federal btxildings, this week informed 
tenants of the city’s federal buildings that they 
would have personnel patrolling the streets as 
early as next week. 

The officers were expected to be in battle 
dress and carrying non-lethal weapons, accord- 
ing to several sources who were not authorized 
to speak publicly 

In a memo titled “Operation Red Zone,” the 
protective service said the increased security 
will be extended throughout the South Loop 


CHICAGO POLICE STATEMENT 

"The security perimeter and overall event plan 
are under the auspices of the United States 
Secret Service, with support from a variety 
of federal, state and local partners, includ- 
ing the Chicago Police Department. Federal 
Protective Services does not have a direct 
security role during the NATO summit. Federal 
Protective Services is in charge of securing 
their buildings, some of which are on or near- 
by the anticipated routes of permitted events 
such as parades and protests that will take 
place during the summit.” 


area often referred to as the federal complex. It 
includes the Kluczynski Federal Building, the 
U.S. Dirksen Courthouse and the Metropolitan 
Correctional Center. Several buildings just east 


on State Street also are in the so-called red zone. 

The memo notes there have been no specific 
or credible threats at federal facilities “related 
to terrorism by international terrorist organiza- 
tions” but that the area around the complex will 
be “directly and indirectly” affected by protests 
in the days before and after the summit. 

The memo noted that there were two 
planned anti-war protests —one May 15 and one 
Alay 18— on the federal plaza in which upward 
of 1,000 participants were expected. 

The memo warns that intersections and 
building entrances could be blocked during 
demonstrations. In the event of “demonstrated 
aggression,” some areas could be temporarily 
shut down, according to the memo.

Chicago transit: 
Not so terribie? 


Chicago Tribune 

If you think catching a bus in Chicago is next 
to impossible, try living in Columbus, Ohio. 

A study by Seattle-based WalkScore, a site 
that allows renters and home buyers to rate 
the walkability of a home’s location, pitted 
major U.S. cities against one another in terms 
of accessibility to public transportation, rank- 
ing Chicago sixth with a score of 65 out of 
100, behind New Yoik; San Francisco; Bos- 
ton; Washington, D.C.; and Philadelphia. 

At the bottom of the heap: Sacramento, 
Calif; Las Vegas; Columbus; and Raleigh, 
N.C. 

A score of 70 or higher earned the honor of 
“excellent” transit. Chicago’s score placed it 


in the “good transit” category with cities in- 
cluding Miami, Seattle and Baltimore. 

To calculate the scores, WalkScore assigns 
a “usefulness” value to transit routes based 
on the frequency type of route and distance 
to a route’s nearest stop. City scores were cal- 
culated by applying the algorithm block-by- 
block throughout each city and weighting the 
scores by population density 

Americans took more than 10 billion trips 
on public transportation in 2011, according 
to the American Public Transportation As- 
sociation. Chicagoans who use public transit 
instead of driving save an average of $1,004 a 
month, according a study released by the as- 
sociation last week.

Secret Service 
face new claims 


WASHINGTON A U.S. government offi- 
cial familiar with the Secret Service ac- 
knowledged Thursday that agents have made 
missteps in the past but was quick to defend 
the government’s internal review process.

“People make 
mistakes.”

What’s the differ- 
ence between a 
PPOandanHMO? 

Sorting through health in- 
surance alphabet soup can 
be confusing, particularly 
when it comes to figur- 
ing out the difference be- 
tween a Preferred Provider 
Organization plan (PPO) 
and a Health Maintenance 
Organization plan (HMO). 
Both PPOs and HMOs 
create a "network” of 
participating doctors and 
hospitals. With an HMO. 
you pick a primary doctor 
who will give you basic 
care (if you think you have 
strep throat, for example) 
and refer you to specialists 
(such as dermatologists, 
podiatrists, etc.) if you 
need one. Compared to a 
PPO. you fill out less pa- 
perwork (no filing claims) 
and you will generally pay 
less out-of-pocket as long 
as you stay in network. But 
your options are limited, 
and you typically will pay 
more, if you decide to go to 
out of your "network” for 
care. With a PPO. you’ll pay 
more out-of-pocket and 
have more paperwork to 
complete. But PPOs tend 
to have larger networks 
that include more doctors 
and hospitals, and you 
don’t need referrals from 
your primary doctor to see 
a specialist. Getting care 
out-of-network is generally 
easier than It is with HMOs 
too.

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THE BULLS’ SMALLEST PLAYER HAS HAD A BIG IMPACT THIS SEASON

FOR REDEYE 

John Lucas Ill’s basketball career— not just 
his NBA career— has taken him all over the 
world. He’s played in major cities and in ob- 
scure locales many people have never even 
heard of and couldn’t find on a map. 

His latest stop is in the Windy City, where 
he’s become a Bulls fan favorite. And Lucas is 
keenly aware of what it means to wear a jersey 
with block letters spelling out “Chicago” and 
“Bulls” on the front and the fans’ expectations 
of the players who wear it. 

“When you put that Bulls jersey on, there’s 
a lot of responsibility that comes with that 
and I don’t want to disrespect or let anybody 
down by not playing as hard as I can,” he told 
RedKye after practice Monday. 

In other words, John Lucas III “gets it.” 

I lis play on the court has proved it. Espe- 
cially when the Bulls have needed him most. 

'ITie condensed, hectic, nearly practice- 
free 66-game NBA schedule this season had 
players dropping like flies across the league. 
But no team was been bitten by the injury 
bug more than the Bulls— and at arguably the 
most critical and most crucial position on the 
floor, no less: point guard. 

Reigning MVP Derrick Rose missed 26 
games with a variety of ailments, most recently 
a sprained ankle. And Rose’s backup, C J. Wat- 
son, missed 17 games with a left elbow sprain. 

But the Bulls never missed a beat with 
those guys out, and they have Lucas to thank 
for that. 

“I just wanted to come in and be there for 
my team like they’ve been there for me for the 
past two years,” said Lucas, whose dad is for- 
mer iVBA player and coach John Lucas. “This 


atmosphere we have— this chemistry we have 
as a team, this unity— we all think of each 
other as brothers, and when one brother goes 
down, it’s time for the next one to step in and 
pick up where he left off 

“That’s just been my mentality, and plus I 
love the game of basketball. When you get 
an opportunity to play, you’re gonna want to 
make the most of it.” 


Making the most of his opportunities has 
earned Lucas praise from his teammates and 
coach 'Ibm 'I'hibodeau. 

“He’s been terrific all year, and it doesn’t 
surprise me,” said Thibodeau, an ?^A coach 
of the year candidate. “He’s been around the 
game a long time, and wherever he’s been, 
he’s always excelled; whether it was the 
D-Ixague, overseas or Summer League. He’s 


a great worker, a great practice guy, and he 
stays ready. I always felt confident that if we 
had an injury or had to plug him in that he 
would play well and have the team play well.” 

Carlos Boozer, who’s started every game 
this season, said Lucas has not only played 
well but probably saved the Bulls on a few oc- 
casions. 

“He’s been one of the biggest surprises for 
us this season,” Boozer said. “Obviously we’ve 
had D-Rose out for 20 -plus games and C.J.’s 
been out, too. But Luke has done a great job 
of hitting big shots for us in fourth quarters, 
and he’s probably had four or five games 
where he’s really won the game for us.” 

Case in point, the Bulls first home game 
against rival Miami on March 14 at the United 
Center. 

Lucas shot 9-of-i2 from the field and con- 
nected on three of his five 3-point attempts, 
finishing with 24 points off the bench. But 
the lasting memory from that game was the 
5-foot-ii Lucas going one on one against 6-8 
LeBron James and nailing a key step-back 
jump shot over the King that proved to be the 
dagger in the ballgame. 

It served as Lucas’ coming-out party. 

“'Fhe fans didn’t really know that much 
about me, but I had to show them that this is 
what I bring to the table, 'lliis is what I bring 
to this team,” Lucas said of that game. 

'Fhe Bulls likely won’t need Lucas to repeat 
such heroics in the playoffs, but if they do call 
on him, he’s ready. 

“I play hard for everybody, not just for my 
teammates,” Lucas said. “I play hard for the 
fans, for the coaching staff, for the organiza- 
tion.”

Chicago-area native son John Cusack answers our 
Windy City-related questions. r.s. 

If you could take the “Hot Tub Time Machine” 
back to a certain year and place in Chicago, 
where would it be? 

Definitely places IVe already been, because I Ve 
lived through some of the best history in Chicago. 
All the times the Cubs won the division before 
the wild card; those were unbelievable times in 
Chicago. The ’85 Bears, the golden era ... I was here 
for Jordan’s glorious reign. The music scene back 
then, I really loved it. Great times. 


As a Chicago native, how has the city changed 
for you over the years? 

It still feels like the same place to me, in a great 
way. There’s still 4 a.m. bars; the Green Mill is still 
here. I mean, some of them have moved on and 
there are fewer of the local coffee shops and more 
Starbucks. ... I’m not sure about the new score- 
board in Wrigley. I love what those guys are do- 
ing, but that made me go, “Wait a minute ... .’’ But I 
guess I’ll have to see it in person. 

Is it tough to be a Chicago 
baseball fan these days? 

Not with the White Sox. It 
looks like [manager] Robin 
[Ventura] has those guys on 
a good start. I think they’ll 
surprise people this year. 
With the Cubs, it’s too early 
to tell. 

Do you Still get crap for 
being a fan of both the 
Cubs and Sox? 

Totally. But I can’t help it,

Evanston’s John Cusack 
isn’t quite himseif in his 
'Godfather of Goth’ roie

John Cusack claims to have little in common with Edgar Al- 
lan Poe. 

But clad in an all-black outfit and answering questions 
thoughtfully between long drags of a cigarette in a lonely 
room deep in the bowels of McCormick Place during the 
recent Chicago Comic and Entertainment Expo, Cusack 
could be a contemporary update of the tormented author 
whose Victorian-style cape the actor dons in “The Raven,” 
Opening Eriday That is, if he still had the jet-black goatee he 
grew for the role. 

“It was really itchy” Cusack said. 

Cusack could be describing his own career in film when 
talking about the oeuvre of Poe, whose serious essays, criti- 
cal writing and satires were massively overshadowed in pop- 
ularity by his bloody short stories such as “The Pit and the 
Pendulum” and “The Tell-Tale Heart.” 

“He’s a mixture of the high esoteric ... this intellectual 
acumen and sophistication with some pop sensibilities,” 
Cusack said of the 19 th century author. 

That sentence rings just as true for the 45-year-old Evan- 
ston native, who mixes eclectic work in quirky indie fare 
such as “Beingjohn Malkovich” and “War, Inc.” with crowd- 
pleasing roles in popcorn films where he survives doomsday 
Mayan prophesies (“2012”), makes grand romantic gestures 
with boom boxes (“Say Anything”), and takes a dip in a “Hot 
Tub Time Machine.” 

“The Raven,” meanwhile, lies somewhere in the middle 
ground between art-house biopic and Hollywood-style 
thriller. The film is set in 1840s Baltimore during the last 
days of Poe’s life, in which he was found in a poor state of 
health and babbling incoherently on the streets. He myste- 
riously died soon afterward in a hospital at age 40. 

Director James McTeigue (“V for Vendetta”) takes mate- 
rial that could have been made into a period-piece costume 
drama and transforms it into a hodge-podge of horror/mys- 
tery/biopic meta-narrative. “The Raven” reimagines Poe’s fi- 
nal days as the setting for a fictional murder mystery in which 
a serial killer uses Poe’s macabre stories as the backdrop for 
his killings. A young detective named Emmett Eields (Luke 
Evans) reluctantly enlists the author’s help in solving the case 
and Poe gets pulled into the mix further when someone close 
to him becomes the murderer’s next target. 

“It seemed like a good way to tell the story, Poe getting 
caught in one of his own stories,” Cusack said. “It’s always 
nice to talk about real-life subject matter in a different way 
because biopics can be really boring.” 

Eor Cusack, there was little boring about playing Poe, 
whom he calls “The Godfather of Goth” and credits for in- 
venting the horror genre of entertainment. 


“You can see his tentacles so many places in the culture,” 
the actor said. “The abyss is kind of romantic, and Poe knew 
it and people like Kurt Cobain knew it. He was the perpet- 
ual orphan of the world, a blasted soul, wandering around 
graveyards and stuff People can relate to that freakish ico- 
nography; we all know we have the same things in us. He’s 
the Patron Saint of the Doomed, and that’s a pretty cool 
character.” 

But taking on Poe also was a big challenge for Cusack; the 
author’s hotheadedness and darkness are a sharp contrast 
from the actor’s unflappably cool demeanor. 

“It was definitely a challenge, but actors and artists, they 
take what’s inside of them and pull in their own fears and 
vanities and put it in a new form,” he said. “Poe was sort of a 
vain guy so ... I mean some of the stuff you have to draw on 
isn’t very pleasant, you know?” 

Poe always seems to be near a bottle of hard liquor in the 
film, but Cusack admitted he didn’t need to go on a bend- 
er to understand that part of the character. “I’ve been on 
enough of them in my own life in the past to know what 
that’s like,” he said. 

Cusack isn’t quite done playing temperamental alleged 
alcoholics from American history He’s slated to portray 
former President Richard Nixon in “The Butler,” a film 
about a White House butler who served eight consecutive 
presidents. 

His approach to that role? 

“I haven’t figured it out yet. We’re still working on it,” Cu- 
sack recently told vulture.com. “You can never really do one 
definitive thing on a person. Not one movie, or even one 
novel can reaUy sum up a person— it’s just one angle.”

Nothing to crow about 


When a thriller 
features an author 
famous for a story 
about an incessantly 
beating heart, the 
movie has no excuse 
not to make viewers’ 
chests pound too. 

Sadly, “The Raven” 
turns a fictionalized 
take on the last 
days of Edgar Allan 
Poe’s (John Cusack) 
life into a routine investigation of a serial 
killer, albeit one modeling his work after 
Poe’s writing. “I believe the killer is taunting 
us,” says Detective Fields (Luke Evans), 
since that’s what detectives always say in 
this situation. Never a suspect but seen as a 
valuable asset to the case, Poe aims to find 
the murderer and protect his fiancee (Alice 
Eve), who’s helpless in the face of her man’s 
romantic way with words. 

Cusack struggles to present the arrogant 
author as both a tortured genius and a 
credible investigator— thank you, writers, 
for avoiding a terrible joke about the Poe- 
lice— while director James McTeigue (“Ninja 
Assassin”) fares better with images of a 
head tilted slightly off the neck, rather than 
gruesome “Saw”-like torture devices. People 
do like the gory ones, Poe’s editor (Kevin 
McNally) points out, but “The Raven” grinds 



along without the craft or the shocking 
powers of its subject. Given the option, you’d 
skip to the end, read the last few pages and 
move along.

Shoot the messenger 


Considering he 
always does a 
competent, virtually

tion of transporting and ass-kicking, Jason 
Statham never deserves blame for movies 
that routinely function as well as a construc- 
tion crew that works blindfolded. Nor does 
the action hero warrant particular praise on 
the rare occasion one of his brain dissolvers 
delivers actual fun, rather than just a literal 
or theoretical death race. 

In “Safe,” Statham plays Luke, another 
thug with a heart of gold in yet another story 
of Russian goons and Chinese goons and 
corrupt cops and you should have already 
stopped caring by now.

member while Luke was busy punching and 
shooting in the many sub-standard action 
sequences writer-director Boaz Yakin coughs 
up between lines like “Let’s go to war.” 

None of this trash deserves to lick the 
boots of other movies capable enough to be 
called average.

sense as Penny’s son Bryan (Mark Duplass) 
falling for the self-described gypsy (Ayelet 
Zurer of ‘Angels and Demons”) whose visions 
attempt to lead the group to their lost, four- 
legged family member. 

Movie characters don’t always have to be 
likable, but the loose-yet-uptight “Darling 
Companion” comes populated not with 
appealingly flawed folks but a group of 
people we’re unpleasantly forced to put 
up with. Kasdan wants to tap into a family 
working out the kinks, and occasionally the 
film articulates the finesse it sometimes takes 
to keep bonds from fraying. Mostly, though, 
the movie drifts without blossoming, leaning 
on goofy scenes such as Joseph yelping to 
ward off rams or Russell proving his worth in 
the face of a grizzled mountain man that feel 
desperate instead of revealingly funny

My timbers remain unshivered 


Typecasting doesn’t 
get much more obvi- 
ous than when a star, 
in this case Salma 
Hayek, can’t even 
play a non-sexy role 
in an animated film. 
Not to mention a 
Burger King commercial. 

In “The Pirates! Band of Misfits,” Hayek 
voices the most seductive of the 19th 
century scoundrels aiming to win Pirate of 
the Year, a prize awarded to whoever collects 
the most booty Since the film comes from 
Aardman Animation (the British studio 
behind “Wallace and Gromit: The Curse 
of the Were-Rabbit” and last year’s ‘Arthur 
Christmas”), “Pirates” offers blissfully fewer 
innuendoes about “sparkling booty” than 
might be found in an American animated 
effort, or your average Kim Kardashian mall 
appearance. 

However, this 3-D comedy also delivers 
more smiles than laughs and a fast-moving 
but underwhelming story that runs aground 
early For 20 -some years, the Pirate Cap- 
tain’s (voiced by Hugh Grant) dreams of 
winning Pirate of the Year receive a beating

from more accomplished brutes like Black 
Bellamy (Jeremy Piven), who conquers 
whales while the Pirate Captain misguidedly 
tries to plunder boats possessing only kids 
or ghosts. Once the Captain stumbles upon 
Charles Darwin (David Tennant), who’s 
equally concerned with scientific achieve- 
ment and his lack of a girlfriend, the pirate 
learns that a few deceptions and moral 
compromises may be all it takes to net him 
the prize he so persistently desires. 

The claymation visuals look fantastic, 
providing delight even when what’s 
happening on screen sags from a script 
(by first-time feature screenwriter Gideon 
Defoe) that saves too many of the best jokes 
for later. Nevertheless, as long as Johnny 
Depp and Disney insist on cranking out 
a constant stream of bloated, senseless 
“Pirates of the Caribbean” films, a movie 
about pirates that’s quick and painless 
counts as an improvement.

Yar! ‘Pirates!’ fuels 
stop-motion love

The Pirate Captain, the lead swashbuckler 
voiced by Hugh Grant in the new stop-mo- 
tion animated film “The Pirates! Band of Mis- 
fits,” possesses some spectacular facial hair. 
It was the latter that kept the filmmakers up 
at night. Model makers labored for months 
to find a natural way to animate the rubber 
whiskers, eventually fashioning a mechanism 
out of the tuning head of a guitar to make the 
beard spring to life. 

That kind of handcrafted solution is typical 
of films made using the homespun medium 
of stop-motion animation. For a technique 
first developed before talkies, stop-motion is 
surprisingly current: In addition to “Pirates,” 
which opens Friday there are three more 
stop-motion films due in U.S. theaters this 
year. 

“Pirates,” co-directed by Peter Lord and Jeff 
Newitt and adapted from a novel by Gideon 
Defoe, is the most logistically ambitious stop- 
motion film to come out of Aardman Anima- 
tions, the studio in Bristol, England, behind 
“Chicken Run” and “Wallace and Gromit,” as 
well as last year’s computer-animated holiday 
film,”Arthur Christmas.” 

Stop-motion is a notoriously arduous pro- 
cess that requires animators to manipulate a 
puppet’s movement frame-by-frame— a typi- 
cal pace for the 33 animators on “The Pirates!” 
was to shoot only six seconds of footage a 
week. But the result can be a lifelike contrast 
to the shiny perfection of CGI. According to 


Lord, who co-founded Aardman with David 
Sproxton in 1972 to produce short films and 
advertising spots, it’s precisely that imperfec- 
tion that is keeping stop-motion, or “stop- 
frame,” as he calls it, alive. 

Stop-motion dates to the earliest movies, 
where it was often used as a special effect 
in live action productions, like the skyline- 
stomping “King Kong” in 1933. Many viewers’ 
first experience with stop-motion anima- 
tion was in children’s TV, either through the 
claymation series “Gumby” or the Rankin/ 
Bass Christmas specials such as “Rudolph 
the Red-Nosed Reindeer.” The first feature- 
length stop-motion animated film to garner 
a wide release was “The Nightmare Before 
Christmas,” the spooky 1993 musical fantasy 
directed by Henry Selick and produced by 
Tim Burton that has endured as a cult hit, 
with Disney re-releasing it in 3-D every Hal- 
loween since 2006. 

“Every kid has a toy that they believe is their 
best friend, that they believe communicates 
with them, and they imagine it being alive, their 
toy horse or car or whatever it is,” said Selick, 
whose new animation studio Cinderbiter is cur- 
rently in production on an as-yet-untitled stop- 
motion film for Disney from a former chocolate 
factory in San Francisco. “Stop-motion is the 
only medium where we literally can make a toy 
come to life, an actual object. While it will nev- 
er be super-slick and shiny like other types of 
animation, it does reconnect an audience with 
those primal feelings.”

RedEye’s burger aficionado 
sizes up two new restaurants

Sometimes a great burger can be hard to 
find. In the case of recently opened Eggy’s, 
it is actually the restaurant itself that can 
be tricky to locate. This new diner is in 
the Lakeshore East complex hidden away 
just north of Millennium Park, which one 
can find by following these instructions: 
Walk east on Randolph Street past the 
Aon Center, veer left at the sign for Village 
Market, descend to the lower level at the 
end of the plaza and then walk out onto 
the sidewalk to find Eggy’s. To reward you 
upon arrival, the menu features two burg- 
ers: A classic hamburger ($9.50) as well 
as the Eggy’s burger ($14.50), a double 
cheeseburger dressed with diner staples 
such as pastrami and a fried egg. 

The burger: Eggy’s cooks its peppery pat- 
ties to medium-well, but they remained 
plenty juicy enough for my taste. I do ap- 
preciate the fine craft of a hand-packed 
patty, but more attention could be paid to 
the uneven shape. After all, there is noth- 
ing more disappointing than one’s last few 
bites being all bun and no beef. This issue 
is compounded in the case of the Eggy’s 
burger, as two irregularly shaped patties 
do not make a sound stack. 

The bun: A classic egg bun is just thick 
enough to support the basic burger, but 
on the bigger Eggy’s burger, the bottom 
bun is crushed into submission. 


The fixings: On the classic hamburger, I 
was delighted to find especially thin wisps 
of sliced onion and discs of sweet heir- 
loom tomato. A generous smear of may- 
onnaise-based, relish-dotted Eggy sauce 
negates the need for ketchup or mustard, 
or even cheese for that matter. The Eggy’s 
burger, on the other hand, is no question 
indulgent but suffers from insurmount- 
able structural issues. Besides the afore- 
mentioned uneven patty problem, a wad 
of pastrami and fried egg make grasping 
this behemoth a slippery endeavor. I had 
no choice but to cast aside the shredded 
lettuce, tomato and onion on the top in an 
attempt to keep it all together. 

Everything else: For a side dish, one has 
the choice of a side salad (I never), chips 
(warm from the fryer) or, for $1 more, a tin 
cup of crispy hand-cut fries (worth the up- 
charge for fry fans). Soda fountain classics 
such as milkshakes and ice cream floats 
($5.50) make proper sidekicks. There are 
few establishments these days serving 
the classic egg cream ($3.50), and though 
the anomaly that this creamy seltzer drink 
is made with neither egg nor cream has 
plagued me eternally, I cannot deny that 
the maple version provides a pleasantly 
sweet counterpoint to the salty burger. 
The bottom line: The signature Eggy’s 
burger could benefit from some tinkering, 
but there is little to improve upon when it 
comes to the simple hamburger.

could squeeze in extra meatiness, beef bacon 
can be added for an additional $1.99. 
Everything else: The Great Burgerelli does 
indeed appreciate good onion rings as an 
alternative to traditional french fries, but the 
tempura batter on these specimens ($3.50) is 
disappointingly doughy and under-seasoned. I 
strongly suggest ordering a small order of the 
standard, thick-cut fries ($2.50), which leaves 
just enough room for a birch beer float ($4.99) 
made with a pinkish, fizzy soda that seems to 
me a novel hybrid of root beer and cream soda. 
Bottom line: Some of Indie Burger’s so-called 
indie choices-such as using organic beef and 
partnering with Bleeding Heart for the buns- 
do, in fact, rock. Others, such as the squishy 
onion rings and messy Indie Burger toppings, 
hit a sour note.

Despite this sudden hipness of handlebar mus- 
taches, The Great Burgerelli has 
never been one of the cool 
kids. At Indie Burger, a new 
counter-service eatery 
in Lakeview, indie rock 
and independent 
business practices 
intersect in the realm 
of hamburgers. 

While fellow burger 
lovers perused the 
concert posters on the 
wall and read up about 
the restaurant’s organic 
commitment, I set my sights 
on the burgers themselves. 

The burger: A one-third-pound patty is, indeed, 
made with organic beef, and in this case, the 
quality of the meat is discernible. Properly sea- 
soned and cooked through, the burger retains 
its juiciness but does not veer into treacherous 
greasy territory. After a few bites of this pre- 
mium patty. I’m beginning to see that the grass- 
fed fuss isn’t just a marketing tactic. 

The bun: Baked locally by those tattooed ruf- 
fians at Bleeding Heart, the plump, golden bun 
is unlike most I have encountered. It is indeed 
fluffy, but somehow still stands up to the juicy 
patty and plentiful toppings. A lightly buttered 
and toasted underside helps it stay intact from 
first to final bite. 

The fixings: The regular cheeseburger ($7.99) 
arrives with a colorful collage of ingredients. 
Vibrant green lettuce, onion, ketchup, crunchy 
crinkle-cut pickles, aioli and one’s choice of 
cheese align harmoniously while still retain- 
ing their distinct flavors. The signature Indie 
burger ($7.99), however, is a rather unappeal- 
ing muddle of brownish toppings, including an 
indistinguishable horseradish-chipotle “Indie 
Sauce,’’ which coats a heap of over-grilled on- 
ions and Swiss cheese. Although I fail to fathom 
how any of the patrons clad in skinny jeans

It’s about time— watches are back 


MCT 

Move over, iPhone. The wristwatch is back. 

A wave of statement-making timepieces 
has renewed interest in this classic men’s ac- 
cessory: A vintage gold Rolex or a modern 
Devon Works Tread with conveyor belts not 
only tells time— it tells you something about 
the man wearing it. 

Since cellphones and other gadgets became 
popular timekeepers, watches have lost some 
of their luster. But thanks to the timepiece’s 
retro appeal and new bold designs, style- 
conscious men are giving them a boost— as a 
fashion accessory They were strapped to the 
wrists of male models strutting the runways 
at February’s New York Fashion Week, and 
the Federation of the Swiss Watch Industry 
reports watch sales in 2011 were the highest 
in 20 years. 

Tim Paulsen of Pacifica, Calif, is happy to 
see the return of the timepiece. 

“I’m glad to see people interested in them 
because maybe now I’ll be able to see them in 
more storefronts,” he says. 

Paulsen, who works for a pharmaceutical 
company, owns 72 pieces, including a $400 
limited-edition white Casio G-Shock with a 


red ticker, a submarine-inspired Italo Fontana 
U-boat Flightdeck chronograph for $4,000, 
and a titanium, 60-mm-faced Panerai PAM 
341 that cost him $22,000, he says. 

“I build my clothes around my watch,” says 
Paulsen, 35. “It’s like my purse.” 

The trend crosses all price points, from 
more common labels, such as Timex and 
Tommy Hilfiger, to luxury brands, like Rolex 


and Tag Heuer. Sales of watches up to $300 
increased 22 percent from 2010 to 2011, while 
those priced $300 to $1,000 increased 25 per- 
cent, according to LGI Networks, a market 
research company that tracks the industry 
And the Swatch Group and Fossil both in- 
creased production on their wallet-friendly 
men’s fashion watches after seeing sales in- 
crease by at least 40 percent last year.
